MAIDSTONE town centre shop 
staff are bracing themselves for a 
post-Christmas shopping bonanza. 

As Woolworths becomes one of the first in 
the country to close its doors forever on 
Saturday (see full story page 5), store bosses 
are hoping the bargain hunters will be out in 
force. 

One shop manager told Yourmaidstone: “For 
many shops it was a better run up to 
Christmas than they had expected with the 
credit crunch on. But now is the time they will 
begin fighting for survival and there are pre¬ 
dictions more shops like Woolies will go under. 

“Cashflow is important to businesses and 
bargain hunters will be able to find huge 
reductions on everything from furniture to 
computer games.” 

At the beginning of this week shoppers in 
the town centre admitted they were buying 
mainly essentials for the Christmas holiday - 
and of course last-minute presents. 

Dad of three Charlie Edmonds, from 
Hawkhurst, was in town. He told 
Yourmaidstone: “In truth I normally spend a 
couple of hundred pounds on each of my chil¬ 
dren but this year I’ve trimmed it down to 
about a hundred. But I do intend to take a look 
around the sales, I need a new three-piece 
suite and we’d originally planned to buy it in 
time for Christmas but my wife has lost her 
job so we’re hanging on.” 

Young mum Amelia Johnson, who lives in 
the town, said she’d even economised on food. 

She told Yourmaidstone: “I’ve made an effort 
to spend less this year and I’ve avoided putting 
too much on credit cards. But my father said 
there will be bargains in the January sales 
and I will be back looking at clothes.

Why we will 
be passed by 
new fast train

BUSINESS leaders think 
Maidstone will miss out by 
not being on the route of the 
fast rail service to London. 

From late next year fast Javelin 
trains will connect Ashford to St 
Pancras, London, in less than half an 
hour while average journey times 
from the county town to Victoria 
come out at 23 minutues longer. 

Maidstone’s problem is that it has 
never had a really fast link to the 
capital and will lose out because 
there are no plans to upgrade the 
service from Maidstone East. 

A spokesman for the Kent Invicta 
Chamber of Commerce based in the 
town said: “Although we do have 
good road links to London we believe 
an opportunity has been missed 
by not giving Maidstone a link to 
the Channel Tunnel link commuter 
services.” 

Transport professionals believe the 
town missed out because a spur to 
Maidstone would be impractical. 

Tundi Olatunji, of Passenger Focus 
Kent, said there was never any 
intention to connect the town with 


the the link. He said the cost would 
be prohibitive and neither the bor¬ 
ough or the county councils would be 
unable to generate support for the 
project. 

The only alternative would be a 
fast feeder train to Ashford but by 
the time Maidstone commuters 
changed trains the time taken would 
be roughly the same as if they’d gone 
straight to Victoria. 

An accident of geography and 19th 
century rail infrastructure means 
Maidstone might never get the 
chance to join the link. 

Mr Olatunji said: “There is no 
doubt the faster services will bring 
greater benefits to most of the coun¬ 
ty but Maidstone was never included 
because of the sheer difficulty of join¬ 
ing the line to the fast track.” 

Commuters might be able to link 
up with the service by heading for 
Medway but business bosses will 
probably stick to the train. 

The first of a fleet of 29 high speed 
Hitachi trains are being tested on 
the lines. 

Ashford is set to continue to boom 
because trains to St Pancras will 
take on average 32 minutes, even 
with stops at EbbsfLeet near 
Gravesend and Stratford.

NHS Trust 
finally gets 
new leader 

A NEW chairman has been 
appointed to take charge of 
Maidstone Hospital - after health 
bosses doubled the salary on offer. 

Anthony Jones, 64, will pick up 
£44,000 to head the Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust. 

The role is a part time one and 
the going rate for chairman of sim¬ 
ilar sized trusts in the county is 
£ 22 , 000 . 

But Mr Jones is taking a job 
which has been described as a ‘poi¬ 
soned chalice’ following the 
hygiene scandal which cost the 
lives of 90 patients between April 
2004 and September 2006. 

Health Secretary Alan Johnson 
will be monitoring the trust’s per¬ 
formance following the outbreak of 
Clostridium difficile which infected 
more than 1,000 patients. 

Mr Jones, who lives at Hartlip 
near Sittingboume, has been a 
non-executive member of the 
trust’s board since March last year. 

His brief is to transform public 
perception of the trust so a line can 
be drawn under the scandal. 

George Jenkins, chairman of 
East Kent Hospitals Trust, has 
been filling the role since the resig¬ 
nation of the previous board in the 
wake of the scandal.

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Ram-raiders hunted by

DETECTIVES are hunting members of an 
ATM gang which left a trail of destruction 
across the county. 

In the early hours of Friday, December 12, 
they attacked convenience stores in 
Lyminge, Wye and Lenham.

He was charged with several counts of 
aggravated vehicle taking and burglary, 
and will next appear at Maidstone Crown 
Court on February 11.

Archbishop's Christmas message defends the world's children 


Exploitation of 
our youngsters 
cannot preval 


THE Archbishop of Canterbury 
has delivered a fierce defence of 
the world’s children in his tradit¬ 
ional Christmas message. 

Dr Rowan Williams, who will address a 
packed congregation on Christmas Day 
morning at Canterbury Cathedral, also 
made what appears to be a thinly-veiled 
attack on abortion as he demanded that 
unborn children not be regarded as “less 
than members of the human family”. 

Writing in the wake of the Baby P scandal, 
he criticises a world where children have 
become “despised, exploited, even feared”. Dr 
Williams also raised fears that the economic 
downturn would lead to greater suffering 
and deprivation for children, and we should 
all stand up to protect them. 

He said: “As we look around the world, 
there is plenty to prompt us to far more 
anger and protest about what happens to 
children than we often seem to feel or 
express. This year there have been several 
public debates about childhood, as research 
has underlined the lack of emotional secu¬ 
rity felt by many children, the high cost of 
divorce and family breakdown, the dispro¬ 
portionate effect of poverty and debt on 
children, and many other problems.” 

The Archbishop also pointed to the horrors

visited upon children around the world, such 
as child soldiers in Africa and Sri Lanka, 
youngsters caught up in conflicts, and those 
faced with heavy burdens caused by Aids. 

He also railed against the “insensitive 
treatment” given to child refugees and asy¬ 
lum seekers. 

Dr Williams added: “Christmas is a good 
time to think again about our attitudes to 
children and about what happens to child¬ 
ren in our societies. 

“Christians who recognise the infinite 
and all-powerful God in the vulnerability of 
a newborn baby have every reason to ask 
hard questions about the ways in which 
children come to be despised, exploited, 
even feared in our world. 

‘We all suspect that in a time of econom¬ 
ic crisis worldwide, it will be the most vul¬ 
nerable who are left to carry most of the 
human cost. 

“The Holy Child of Bethlehem demands 
of us that we resist this with all our 
strength, for the sake of the one who, 
though he was rich, for our sake became 
poor, became helpless with the helpless so 
that he might exalt us all through his 
mercy and abundant grace.”

IT’S been another busy year for Canterbury 
Cathedral as it prepares to welcome packed 
congregations to its Christmas services. 

Tickets for its annual Christmas Eve service 
were snapped up weeks in advance as worship¬ 
pers looked to secure a seat for one of the most 
joyous occasions in the calendar. 

Such was the demand that an additional serv¬ 
ice, 24 hours earlier, was added on a first-come, 
first-served basis for those missing out on the 
December 24 carol concert.

THE Woolworths store in the cen¬ 
tre of Maidstone will close for ever 
on Saturday. 

It will be among the first of the chain to be 
shut down by administrators Deloitte, who 
have failed to find a buyer for the stores. 

They are being closed in batches of 200, 
with Maidstone one of the first to go. 
Branches in Canterbury, Margate, Rams¬ 
gate and Tenterden are also set to close this 
weekend. 

Other stores will close on December 30, 
January 2 and the last ones on January 5, 
but the locations have not yet been finalised. 

Across the county there are 35 Woolworths 
stores employing a total of 1,167 people, who 
all now face the prospect of losing their jobs. 

The Maidstone store has been a fixture of 
the town since it opened around 70 years ago 
and it employs around 40 people. 

It has recently seen a massive sale with 
price cuts of up to 50 per cent. More stock will 
be offered at bargain prices in coming days. 

A statement issued by the administrators 
when the first batch of closures was 
announced read: “The Closing Down Sale 
will see new discounts introduced on over 40 
million items with discounts of 20-60 per

cent across items in all stores. 

“Fifty million new stock items including 
DVDs, CDs and toys will be received into 
stores this week and further discounts will 
be applied in due course.” 

The administrators added that over 300 of 
the stores nationwide are under offer from a 
range of third parties, and that there is con¬ 
siderable interest in the other 500 stores. 

The administrators have also received 
offers for the Woolworths brand name, and 
the associated Ladybird and Chad Valley 
brands. 

Neville Kahn, joint administrator, said: 
“While negotiations for the sale of 
Woolworths’ retail arm remain ongoing, and 
we continue to speak to new interested par¬ 
ties, regrettably we have had to begin a store 
closure programme. 

‘We are extremely grateful to the staff and 
management for their support throughout 
this difficult time. 

‘We are confident we will sell the leases of 
the 300 stores currently under offer and are 
hopeful our ongoing discussions with other 
parties will also prove successful.”

Don't wait until spring 
to put up that birdbox

THE Royal Society for the Protec¬ 
tion of Birds has launched a winter 
appeal to gardeners. 

Garden birds use nestboxes as shelter dur¬ 
ing the winter as well as for raising fledglings 
in spring, and the RSPB is appealing to people 
across the county to put boxes up in the right 
place now, ready for winter roosting. 

Nestboxes don’t always go unused in winter, 
as many believe, and gardens may have some 
unexpected winter guests. 

During the autumn and winter many birds 
will enter nestboxes looking for a suitable 
place to roost or feed. They then often use the 
same boxes for nesting in the spring. 

But positioning them wrongly could lead to 
young birds baking to death if exposed to too 
much sunlight when the days warm up in 
spring. 

Hester Phillips, of RSPB South East, said: 
“It might seem very early to be thinking about 
siting your nestbox, but as well as using them 
to shelter from the cold, birds will actually 
start shopping around for suitable nest sites 
soon, too. Birds often use nestboxes as a place 


to roost or store food in winter. An amazing 61 
wrens have been found roosting in one nest¬ 
box to shelter from the cold. The warmth gen¬ 
erated in a communal roost can really save 
them in harsh winters. 

“It’s also essential that you choose the right 
place for your box. Please don’t put them up on 
any old bit of wall or fence. 

“The direction is very important. Unless 
there are trees or buildings which shade the 
box during the day, they need to be facing 
between north and east to protect them from 
overheating in strong summer sunshine. 

“This will also shelter them from our pre¬ 
vailing damp south-westerly winds.” 

Other tips include: 

• Make sure birds have a clear flight-path to 
the nest without clutter directly in front of the 
entrance. 

•Most nestboxes should not be located too 
close to the ground or on a fence or shed, 
where cats can lurk. 

•Boxes for robins and wrens, however, should 
not be too high and are best placed among 
greenery to give additional protection from 
predators and the elements. 

• If you have more than one nestbox, site them 
as far apart as possible as many birds like 
their own space and are highly territorial dur¬ 
ing the breeding season.

More than they 
bargained for 
as danger toys 
seized in raids 

A CHRISTMAS crackdown by Kent Trading 
Standards officers led to the seizure of more 
than 2,000 potentially dangerous toys. 

They formed part of a larger haul of almost 
4,500 counterfeit items that also included 
clothing and footwear. 

Officers seized the goods during raids at five 
premises in Snodland last week, with stock 
also taken from people using online auction 
sites from properties in Thanet and Romney 
Marsh. 

Cllr Mike Hill, cabinet member for commu¬ 
nity services at Kent County Council, said: 
“These latest raids have helped save con¬ 
sumers money and protected children from 
receiving fake and possibly dangerous toys 
this Christmas. 

“We are all attracted by bargains and these 
traders have been cashing in on that. 

“At a time when businesses are feeling the 
pinch, too, it is important that action is taken 
against unscrupulous individuals and organ¬ 
isations.” 

The seized toys are currently being tested 
for safety, with the alleged offenders being 
dealt with on suspicion of the sale of counter¬ 
feit goods. 



Getting to the root of buying a good Christmas tree this year 


PAT CRAWFORD provides wildlife gardening advice from 
Hadlow College in her exclusive column for Yourmaidstone. 

ONLY tough and dedicated gardeners are likely to 
be working outside coming up to Christmas. 

But an important job that gardeners might over¬ 
see is choosing the Christmas tree and looking 
after it. 

The trees for sale in most garden centres and 
nurseries have had their roots cut off. 

It is possible to find rooted trees but Matthew 
Archer, manager of Hadlow’s Broadview Centre, 


says they are unlikely to survive to be planted out¬ 
doors if they are kept in an overheated room 
throughout the festive period. 

He suggests putting the tree in an unheated con¬ 
servatory or similar location. 

He said: “Situated in this sort of atmosphere, the 
tree should survive - and carefully looked after, it 
will give pleasure for years and years.” 

Matthew believes that the biggest problem with 
unrooted trees is that they are allowed to dry out, 
“just like cut flowers, they cannot survive without 


water - in fact, an average-sized tree will drink 
about half a gallon of water daily.” 

His best advice is: “Decide where the tree is going 
to be located before buying because this determines 
the size. Select a tree that is a good colour and shape. 

“Run a hand down the branches and if the tree 
discards a lot of needles, it’s already on the way to 
drying out and it’s not worth buying it.”

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Here's a few sobering thoughts

POLICE across the county have 
secured significant convictions to 
provide a sobering reminder about 
road safety and the consequences 
of breaking the law. 

The convictions come as Kent Police reaches 
the half way stage of its Christmas anti-drink 
and drug driving campaign which is using cut¬ 
ting edge technology and new tactics to detect 
rogue drivers. 

To date, since the campaign started on 
December 1: 

• A total of 143 people have been arrested for 
drink or drug driving 

• Three people have been jailed for death by 
dangerous driving 

• There have been nine fatal, or potentially 
fatal, collisions 

• Of the above, four people have died. 

In one of the cases, a motorist on a lifetime 
driving ban in Ireland, who killed a 52-year- 
old Sheemess man in a motorway collision, 
has been jailed for nine years. Stephen 
O’Reilly reached speeds of more than llOmph 
shortly before the collision, on the M2 near 
Sittingboume, in June, this year. 

He was also drinking beer at the wheel. 
Head of the serious collision investigation 
unit, Inspector Paul Sellwood, said: “This has 
been a lengthy investigation for the unit, 
involving close working with the police and 


courts in the Republic of Ireland. We are very 
satisfied for the family with the outcome. 
O’Reilly is a career criminal who has not only 
given a family a life sentence but he will also 
have to live with the consequences of his driv¬ 
ing for the rest of his life.” 

In another case, Maidstone businessman 
David Hoskins pleaded guilty to allowing his 
employee, Martin Crealock, to drive a work 
vehicle when it wasn’t insured for him to 
drive. 

Hoskins received a £1,000 fine and was 
made to pay £365 costs. He was also given six 


penalty points on his licence. 

This is the first time Kent Police can recall 
anyone receiving the maximum fine and 
penalty points for permitting another person 
to drive uninsured. 

Martin Crealock was sentenced earlier this 
year at Maidstone Crown Court, where he 
received 15 months in jail and was disquali¬ 
fied from driving for four years. 

Finally, two police officers were seriously 
injured when their marked car was hit from 
behind by 27-year-old Lee Staples, in April. 

It was parked on the hard shoulder at junc¬ 


tion two of the M2 coast-bound carriageway 
with all the necessary emergency lighting. 

The collision was so serious the officers had 
to be cut from the wreckage by the Kent Fire 
and Rescue Service. 

Staples couldn’t give a reasonable reason for 
colliding with the police vehicle and alcohol 
and drug abuse were ruled out. 

He was subsequently reported for careless 
driving and pleaded guilty. He was fined £400 
and had to pay £60 court costs and a £15 vic¬ 
tim surcharge. He was also disqualified from 
driving for 12 months. 


Helping businesses weather the storm 


BUSINESSES struggling amid the 
economic downturn have been told 
to push ahead in the new year with 
confidence. 

Kent County Council chiefs have 
underlined their commitment to 
supporting local industry and cabi¬ 
net member for regeneration Kevin 
Lynes says it intends to transform 
the county into what he’s dubbed 
‘the Garden of Enterprise’.

PARTYGOERS are being warned 
of the dangers of drink-spiking by a 
woman who became a victim. 

Francesa Fraser, 22, has been 
handing out posters and drinks 
mats to pubs and clubs across the 
county to raise awareness. 

Spiking is on the increase accord¬ 
ing to campaigners, who say many 
people do not realise how danger¬ 
ous it can be. 

Ms Fraser, who was given a cup of 
tea spiked with ecstasy, said the 
smoking ban had meant more peo¬ 


ple leaving drinks unattended. 

She said: “People need to make 
sure they have their drink with 
them at all times and try not to 
leave it anywhere when they want 
a cigarette.” 

She has also been giving out 
brightly-coloured bottle stoppers, 
which only allow a straw for drink- 
ing.“The stoppers cost just 2p,” she 
said. We want to make pubs and 
clubs aware they are inexpensive 
and can lower the risk of drinks 
being spiked.”

Smart driving force 
behind environment

COLLEGE students have been 
working to help the environment 
in collaboration with Buckmore 
Park karting circuit by trying to 
design eco-friendly engines. 

Motor Sport students from the Maidstone 
campus of MidKent College have spent a term 
researching how to adapt the circuit’s karts so 
that they can be run using alternative, envi- 
ronmentally-friendly fuels. 

The students will now test their ideas on 
sample engines provided by Honda. 

The launch of the Kart Green Fuel project 
was marked at a ceremony held at the karting 
track at the top of Blue Bell Hill. 

Buckmore Park owner Bill Sisley said he is 
keen to develop the circuit’s involvement with 
education and environmental improvement 
works. 

“Around 150,000 people visit Buckmore 
Park every year,” explained Mr Sisley, “so it is 
extremely important that we consider using 
fuels that are kinder to the environment. 

“Our karts’ engines would need to be 
mechanically altered in order to make this 
possible, so I have called on the expertise of 
those at MidKent College to help me.” 

To aid the students in their research, Honda 
has supplied them with two engines, while 
Projectl has provided a kart chassis which can 
be used for testing purposes. 

The learners will be building new parts for

the engines before refurbishing them to make 
them suitable for use with the alternative fuels. 

It is hoped that following extensive testing, 
Buckmore Park will be in a position to start 
using the new fuel-types next year. 

Nick Kadis, 18, who’s studying for a nation¬ 
al diploma in motor sport at MidKent 
College’s Oakwood Park campus in 
Maidstone, said: “We’ve had to conduct a great 
deal of research into different fuel types, 
thinking about which are the most economical 
and environmentally friendly. 

“Although these are practical considerations 


we have to make as part of our course, this 
project has allowed us to explore different 
fuels in much more depth.” 

Fellow student Adam Fill, 18, who is from 
Gillingham but also studies at Oakwood Park, 
has been researching the use of hydrogen. 

He said: “This whole project has opened my 
eyes to the different ways in which hydrogen 
can be used to aid transport. 

“Buckmore Park and MidKent College have 
demonstrated that they are moving with the 
times by trying to develop ways in which to 
use fuels that are kinder to the environment.”

RICHARD 
KNOX-JOHNSTON 

The new chairman of the 
Campaign to Protect Rural 
England (CPRE) Kent talks 
about about the 
organisation's role in 
protecting all natural areas 
in the county, including 
forest, woodland, downs, 
beaches, marshes and 
parts of the coastline. 

How do you see your new role and what has been 
done previously that you can build on?

Kingsnorth protest 
a lesson for police 

Vernon Coaker, minister at the 
Home Office, has been forced to 
apologise publicly for misleading 


statements about policing at 
Kingsnorth. 

He has had to retract his claim 
that 70 police officers were 
injured by protestors. Only 
twelve police officers had 
‘reportable injuries,’ and those 
were mainly insect bites and cut 
fingers. 

This does not provide evidence 
of violence by the protestors, and 
does not justify the excessive 
policing at the Climate Camp. 

I was one of many who 
complained about the over- 
zealous policing at Kingsnorth. 

My main worry is Kent 
residents left horrified at the 
excessive policing they witnessed 
will have lost faith in the force. 

Policing in a democracy relies 
on the co-operation and support 
of the population. Once trust is 
lost it is extremely difficult to 
regain it. 

The behaviour of the police 
contributed to a loss of trust in 
them by ordinary people. The 
misleading statement by the 
minister will exacerbate that 
loss of trust. 

The minister will be meeting 
with the Association of Chief Police 
Officers to discuss “the lessons to be 
learned” from Kingsnorth. 

I hope he will take into account 
the long term relationship of 
the police with those whose 
co-operation they so badly need 
and will conclude that future 
peaceful demonstrations should 
be policed more sensitively than 
was the case at Kingsnorth.

New Scirocco wards 
off chill of recession 


VOLKSWAGEN’S reborn Scirocco 
coupe simply cannot help remind¬ 
ing us of the mid-70s original. 

It’s dramatically styled, a decent four-seater, 
a terrific drive and not a bad buy either. 

Our test car was also in white, a favourite 
during the Mk I Scirocco era and soon dubbed 
the ‘White Stiletto’ by colleagues - a jibe at the 
preferred ladies’ disco shoes of the 1970s. 

But while ‘fashionistas’ might dread a 
return of the ubiquitous white ‘Sharon Shoe’, 
surely no-one fears a new Scirocco... even in 
white? 

Our flagship model was specc’d up with 
more than three grand’s worth of extras 
including leather seats (£1,535), but looks 
good value in £20,940 standard trim. 

I also liked its slick turbocharged Golf GTI 
engine, though there are now 2.0-litre diesel 
and entry level turbocharger/supercharger’ 
1.4-litre petrol options. 

The ‘GTI’ version though blends power and a 
snarling exhaust note when required, while 
also cruising smoothly and reasonably eco¬ 
nomically, thanks to a tallish sixth gear.

ed approach; the new Scirocco range features 
VW’s Adaptive Chassis Control system (ACC) 
as standard so this already versatile car can 
match all moods and situations. 

‘Normal’ is the all-rounder and ‘Comfort’ is 
great for long distances, but ‘Sport’ soon 
became my default, because it shows the car’s 
tautness and flat cornering to effect without 
punishing driver and occupants. 

The cabin shows less design input than for 
the muscular exterior, but it is a neat and well- 
arranged job using robust quality materials 
and there is plenty of room in the back. 

You could crib about the high rear window 
line and lowered headroom, but if they are 
deal breakers then check out the Golf GTI 
instead. 

I take similar issue with whinges about the 
Scirocco’s boot; it is massive for this type of car 
and entirely in keeping with the dynasty’s m ix 
of sportiness and practicality yet you hear 
moans like “the loading lip’s too high”, “it’s not 
that big” - what do people expect from a coupe 
that handles like a dream, seats four properly 
and costs much less than upmarket rivals?

We're not too gloomy 

to hold office parties 


GLOOM in the economy did not 
stop businesses staging celebrat¬ 
ions in the run-up to Christmas 
this year - but some of the trim¬ 
mings were carved out of the trad¬ 
itional office get-togthers. 

A survey published by the Chartered 
Management Institute revealed three out of 
every five firms held an office party - only 
slightly down on the two out of three in 2007. 

Bosses say the knees-ups were designed to 
boost staff morale despite the miserable pre¬ 
dictions for the year ahead. 

The report suggests that some employers, 
however, were adopting a more socially aware 
approach - preferring to spend their money on 
good causes. 

But they were watching the pennies. Many 
employers believed extravagant parties were 
unnecessary. Fifty per cent, for example, sug-

gested hosting expensive parties could have a 
negative impact on their reputation. 

For many the festivities were funded out of 
the staff’s own pocket. A quarter of employers 
in the region made no financial contribution to 
office parties this year, although a quarter 
agreed to pay up to £40 per person. 

Key findings included: 

• Budget bashes: only a minority in Kent - 12 
per cent - included employees’ partners in this 
year’s celebrations and just two per cent invit¬ 
ed clients. Half were concerned expensive par¬ 
ties might send out the wrong message in the 
current climate. 

• Social conscience: 37 per cent in the region 
bought only Christmas cards that support 
charities and 22 per cent went for eCards - 
demonstrating a concern for the environment. 
And half argued Christmas was an appropri¬ 


ate time to engage in corporate social respon¬ 
sibility - going out into the community to help. 
• ’Tis the season of thanks: 37 per cent of line 
managers bought gifts for their team mem¬ 
bers and 16 per cent gave time off at 
Christmas without taking out of holiday leave. 

Jo Causon, director of marketing and corp¬ 
orate affairs at the institute, said: “It should 
come as no surprise that employers controlled 
Christmas budgets with tighter purse-strings 
this year. 

“However, it is encouraging to see respons¬ 
ible budget management is going hand-in- 
hand with an effort to thank staff for their 
efforts during the year and a determination to 
recognise hard work.” 

Away from work, the survey also asked 
respondents to name the ‘must-hear’ festive 
music. Among the favourites this year were 
perennial classic Silent Night, Fairy Tale Of 
New York by The Pogues and Kirsty MacColl, 
and Bing Crosby’s White Christmas.

The European Tour began talks about bring¬ 
ing the tournament back to the club this sum¬ 
mer, but the announcement was delayed by 
problems finding a sponsor. A sponsor is due to 
be announced soon, which allowed the Tour to 
make its decision to return to Kent next May. 

Despite the uncertainty, the club was confi¬ 
dent of retaining the tournament and within 
weeks of this year’s event had begun a 
£100,000 groundworks programme. Several 
new tees have been installed to make the 


course tougher, while minor improvements will 
be made throughout the spring. 

Ashford’s Benn Barham, Kent’s only 
European Tour professional, knows the club 
well and believes it compares well to the other 
courses featured in the calendar. 

He said: “The venue is fantastic, both the club 
and the course are built for a major tourna¬ 
ment, it’s always a joy to go there.” 

The club also hopes to stage a repeat of this 
year’s hugely successful ‘Free Ticket Thursday’ 
promotion. About 14,000 people signed up for 
up to two tickets each with the scheme, which 
gave 24,000 golf fans the chance to see world 
class players for free on the first day of the tour¬ 
nament. 

Harvey said: “It’s down to the European Tour 
but I would hope it comes back because it’s a 
good initiative. It was terrific to see so many 
people of all ages enjoying the golf for free on 
the first day.”

The Stones chairman has issued a rally¬ 
ing cry for all supporters to attend an open 
meeting at The Orchard Spot Pub on 
January 7. 

He added: “I want everybody at the meet¬ 
ing to ask the questions they want. They 
may not like the answers but at least that 
will be done because the players and the 
management are doing their job and I need 
the supporters to help this club.”
